clared that there was no race, 
Under 


the rules the first race will be post 
poned for two days, or until Thursday. 
During the five and one-half hours' sail 
the Shamrock was thrice ahead aud 
twice the Yankee boat showed the way. 
In the first ten minutes the Shamrock 
lead, thtn for the next five minutea the 
Columbia's graceful bow showed ahead 
of the green boat. For forty-five min- 
utes the Shamrock lead again, then for 
three hours the Columbia, and for tho 
last one and one-half hours the Sbarn 
rock lead the way. The breeza blew as 
high as twelve knots an hour and as 
low as three. Each in turn beat the 
other running before the wind and was 
ia turn beaten by the other beating 
against the wind at the various stages 
of the race, so that many of the ex- 
perts are disinclined to believe there is 
a pin to show between them, but when 
the race is closely analyzed it is proven 
that the Columbia showed her superior- 
ity at every kind of sailing, running, 
reaching and beating whenever the wind 
freshened, and that it was only in the 
lightest of air that the Shamrock could 
make headway against her.

THE PALMS. 


B«w t« C«r# tor tk« De«*r»tlv« H 


If there l» one thln» harder to do 
tbau anything elae i Is to keep palms 
and ferns gre*u aud burdy the >ear 
rouud. They udd «o much to the love- 
liness of a dainty Hut or a state- 
ly honu> that It in no wonder house- 
wives buy them, tend them, see tliem 
die ill spite of tender care tiud end by 
throwing them out in despair. Yet 
their wants are few aud simple, In 
the first place, if one's furnace Is apt 
to go out aud reduce the temperature 
of the house to freezing point with 
no warning, only the hardier varieties 
of palms and feruu should be selected. 
Cabbage palms, fan palms and date 
palms are all hardy.

suffers as does the human skin when 
unwashed. Once a week is not too 
often to use a soft sponge, warm water 
and perhaps a little soup. 


If insects attack palms a small 


quantity of the liquid < ure sold for 
the purpose may be added to the warm 
water. Watering also is responsible 
for the death of most house plants. 
No hard and fast rules can be laid 
down; all depends on the conditions of 
the plant's life, the waiinth or the 
room and size of the pot. K\amine the 
state of the upper soil, and if dry 
pour on enough water so that the sur- 
plus will run out of the hole in the 
bottom of the pot. It is a guod plan 
to stand the pots In a basin ol water 
for half an hour so the coil of routs 
can absorb all the moisture they want. 


What may be called the system of 


"death bj driblets" K responsible for 
the loss of many plant-;. Water (gen- 
erally colder than the atmosphere 
surrounding the plant, which It .should 
never be) is pomed on the top soil 
twice, three times, or perhaps every 
day in the week iu"mmute quantities, 
with the result that, although the palm 
never appears to be neglected, no 
water ever reaches its roots, and under 
these circumstances it naturally ex- 
pires, although its death often remains 
an unexplained mystery lo its owner. 
Shortness of the water supply often 
accounts, too, for brown tips to the 
foliage.

Proper Time for a ISath. 


Regarding the proper time for a 


bath, a simple general rule may be 
given. Take cold baths on rising in 
the morning and warm ones just be- 
fore retiring. In taking Turkish baths 
the hour need not be considered, ex- 
cept as in all baths, none of which 
should be taken less than an hour or 
so before or after meals. 


Where it is possible, use fresh, clean 


rain water for the bath. This is the 
nearest approach to distilled water, 
which is too expensive for general 
use. Soft water is next best to rain 
water, and a little borax or ammonia 
in hard water will soften it. 
. Brisk rubbing should always follow 
a bath: then tbe bath will do all that 
is claimed for it in the way of re- 
novating the person, invigorating the 
system, increasing the tineness and 
softness of the skin, and making one 
look and feel younger. 


Cleanliness of the skin has a great 


effect on the general health, and it 
Is well known that if one has been 
exposed to infection the best thing to 
do by way of precaution is to take a 
hot bath immediately. 


It is a mistake to remain too long 


in 
a 
tepid 
bath. Thirty minutes 


should be the limit. Throughout thi» 
winter and early spring it is best, if 
one is at all liable to chills, to take 
one's bath at night, just bet'oro going 
to bed. If taken iu the daytime, brisk 
exercise immediately afterward—eith- 
er walking or dumb bell practice- is 
highly beneficial.
